~ Fabhusiastic Meeting of Macon 
Chamber of Commerce, 


COMMITTEE'S REPORT READ 


‘It Was Unanimously Adopted and a 
Committee Appolnted, 


FIVE FROM CITY AND EACH SUBURB 


Several Prominent Men Heretofore 
Opposed to Annexation, Make 
Speeches Favoring the 
Plan—The Railroad 
Injunction Suit. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House. Ma- 
con, Ga., January 2%.—A rousing meeting 
of the chamber of commerce was held 
this afternoon to agree on some plan by 
whith the suburbs could be brought into 
the city. It was the most enthusiastic 
meeting ever heid by that body, and was 
largely attended, The first business to 
come before the meeting was the adoption 
of the report of the special committee 
consisting of George Ketchum, George 
Smith and Howard M. Smith, which was 
appointed several weeks ago to draw up 
a feasible plan. The committee worked 
diligently for several weeks, and after ex- 
amining the city charter found that the 
suburbs could ‘be brought into the city 
within thirty days under aé_ provision 
therein, and on that they set to work. 

Their report ‘this afternoon suggested 
that a committee of five members be ap- 
pointed from the chamber of commerce, 
five from the city council and five from 
each of the suburbs to be taken in—Vine- 
ville, Hugunien Heights and South and 
East Macon. 

The report was unanimously adopted 
and the president appointed the following 
committee. George A. Smith, J. W. Caba- 
niss, T. D. Tinsley, Howard Smith and 
George Ketchum. The committee from the 
city council will be named tomorrow. The 
committee will call on the residents of 
the suburbs and request them to name 
their committees so that a meeting can 
be held next Tuesday afternoon, at which 
time the whole matter will be settled. 

Mavor Bridges Smith was at the meet- 
ing this afternoon and made a few re- 
marks which were loudly applauded. 

A letter was read from Judge Speer, who 

has been the leader of the opposition for 
a@ number of vears. The letter of the dis- 
.tinguished jurist stated that he favored 
‘coming into the city, and that it was now 
necessary that all the suburbs should be 
annexed. 

Mr. R. F. Burden, who has also been 
opposed to the movement, said he was 
perfectly willing to come in and thought 
it necessary. Mr. T. R. Ayer, who at one 
time would get angry if asked about an- 
nexation, stated that if the majority of 
citizens wanted to come in he was willing. 
Mr. R. J. Taylor, another opponent of 
the movement up to several days ago, 
expressed himself as Ig ing heartily in fa- 
vor of annexation. 

Ben L. Jones, the East Macon merchant 
prince, wanted to come in on any terms, 
and said he would use his influence to get 
the people of his suburb to vote for the 
movement. 

The charter of the city provides that if 
fifty people of the suburbs want an elec- 
tion on the annexation question they 
can get it by presenting a petition to the 
mayor and council, and that it can be 
held in thirty days. 

George A. Smith, of the chamber of 
commerce, who inaugurated the movement 
about a year ago, is the happiest man in 
Macon tonight over the sficcess with 
which the scheme is meetipé. 


f(Argumpnts Will Cofclude Today. 

The injunction suit tH prevent the con- 
Solidation of the Gedgrgia and Alabama 
and the Florida Central and Peninsular 
railroads is still on ir \the United States 
court here. Argumen % will be con- 
cluded tomorrow. The feature of today’s 
argument was the admission of counsel 
for the Georgia and Alabama that with- 
out the consolidation with some road the 
Georgia and Alabama would be obliged 
to perish, as it was so bottled up or cut 
off that it could not afford to compete 
With the great roads that surround. it.

When tolhis condition 
Was added the undoubted short crop, 
it would have been justifiable to have 
claimed a higher figure, Hut placing it 
at eight cents The Constitution wag 
satisfied that it stood behind an im- 
pregnable position, which mich be 
tricked away, but could never be taken 
by open assault. 

While the crop of the cotton belt 
stood a prize to ithe wiles of the men 
who sought to buy it, there were gsin- 
gular developments indeed.. There 
were the discredited men who had been 
caught bearing the markets. There 
§i00d beside them the alleged com- 
mercial “friends of the farmer,” who 
took much pains to gather statistics 
and help in unmasking the position of 
their discredited comrades. It was 
passing strange that these speculators 
should have worn the mask of friend- 
ship, but it soon became evident that 
they were but the agents of another 
speculation which hoped to run the 
price up to seven cents and then to 
cauSe a Stampede in the cotton field 
by abandoning their position. ‘This 
was the spectacle shown when such 
a firm as Price, McCormick & (Co. 
which had posed in the bul] arena, 
spent thousands upon thousands of dol- 
lars in one night, seeking to create a 
Stampede and advising the farmers to 
take ithe prices then offered. 

Anticipating the present quotation of 
spot cotton in New York ana seeking 
to break it, the circular of this firm, 
printed as an advertisement in the 
newspapers of January 26th, said: 

Throughout ithe country there js a gen- 
eral feeling that 7% cents in the couth 
for spot cotton, while it may not repre- 
sent the extreme possibilities of the pres- 
ent situation. is an adequate price for 
the cotton, at least until it shall be evi- 
dent that next year planting is not going 
to again create a surplus of production. 

Here we have a double-edged cut at 


the farmer, the one which would have 


made him take 7 1-2 cents for his pro- 
duct in hand, and the other which 
would have cut into the confidence felt 


for next year caused by a cry of “sur-_ 


plus of production.”’ Based y on such

From this 
they go on to argue that “there is a 
sufficiently large amount of cotton held 
back at the south to balance the pres- 
ent demand and prevent any further 
te advance.” Having delivered

men step out of the way and permit 


_the manufacturer and the producer to 


come together. E 
What effect this sweeping away of 


| intermediaries would have has already 


been illustrated in the south, where 


our jocal cotton spinners have been 


paying eight cents three months be 
fore that issue was finally knocked 
into’ the stupid head of the New 
York cotton market. What -has 
been accomplished on behalf of 
the planter by the southern mill 
men can be aided by those of 
other sections, when it is once fully 
understood that our farmers are in 
control of their own affairs and will 
neither be hoodoed nor buncoed hy the 
wily schemes of cotton buying firms, 
which make money out of the manipu- 
lation of the market.

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Reformers and Their Convictions. 
Mr. E. L. Godkin, writing to The 
New York Evening Post, has some

Their biographies as “reformers” are 
to be found in the newspapers. Mr. 
Lodge has shown that Sargent’s re- 
markable portrait of him is as true to 
his moral traits as it is to his physical 
features. We need not pause to in- 
quire whether the artist knew what he 
was doing; what he did is to be seen 
in the portrait. And it is to be hoped 
that we shall have a portrait of Roose- 
'velt by the same hand. We shall then

Mr. Godkin compares these two men 
with Wendell Phillips, who faced hos- 
tile and inflamed audiences and grad- 
ually won ‘them over by the courage of 
his convictions.

It is impressed on them every hour of 
the day... In national affairs, under 
republican auspices, it is no longer a 
question whether a policy is right or 
just, but whether it will promote trade 
or increase the prosperity of our “bus- 
iness interests.” .

As to 
the length of time it takes to burn lime, it 
depends very much upon the nature of the stone 
and the plan of the kiln. Wood is the best 
fuel for lime burning.

An Old-Timer Writes. 


Editor Constitution—Bill Arn’s letter in re- 
gard to his recent visit to Upson county, Geor- 
gia, has put me to uminating, and carries me 
back to my, boyhood days. I was born in 
Twiggs county, Georgia, the I/th day of 
July, 1817. About that time all that section 
the country between the Ocmulgee and Flint 
rivers was surveyed off into 202% acre lots, 
and settlers were allowed to draw for these 
lots. By what authority these lots were laid off 
and who were entitled to share in the drawing, 
I do not know. I know that my father dréw 
a lot in what is now Upson county, about seven 
miles south of Thomaston, .the county site. I 
know not the extent of this county when drawn 
for, nor can I give dates as to when these 
drewings took place, as I was at that time a 
small boy when my father moved from Twiggs 
county and settled on his land in Upson county. 
At that time the Indians inhabited all the 
country west of the Flint river to Line creek, 
in Alabama. When my father first moved on 
his possessions there were but few settlers in 
all that region, but people soon began to move 
in and settle on the lands they had drawn, 
and in eight or ten years the whole country 
was settled up and in a good state of cultiva- 
tion. 

I remember one day beirfg with my father as 
he was chopping in his clearing, when an old 
man by the name of Robertson rode up, and 
after the. usual salutation, said: ‘‘Our new 
county is named Upson.’’ At first there was 
little or no civilization among the people. They 
would collect together, drink whisky and fight 
like dogs. But some preachers moved in and 
began to preach the gospel, and soon churches 
and schoolhouses went up, and in a short time 
a great change for the better was everywhere 
apparent. I will name some of these good old 
men of God: John Ross, John Hambrick, Creed 
Celwell, Zacorian Gordon and Jacob King. All 
these were Baptist preachers, and Wimbush, 
Ecwards and Holloway were Methodist preach- 
ers. 

I remember sitting on the bank of a little 
creek and seeing Jacob King baptize my father 
and mother. Some years ago I saw it stated 
in a paper that Bethlehem Association, in 
Upson county, had erected a monument to the 
memory of Jacob King, their former mod- 
erator. 

Well, Thomaston soon grew up to be a nice 
country town. I remember its first disas- 
trous fire. On the block north of the court- 
house square there were two large hotels, one 
at the southeast corner and one at the south- 
west corner, and houses nearly touching each 
other were standing between these hotels. 
These hotels and all the Houses between them 
were burned. I remember that a few days af- 
ter this fire I was sent to town, and saw some 
of the timbers still} urning. I heard one of the 
merchants say that his loss was about $5,000.

Agents and Operators Appeal to South- 
ern’s High Officials. 


CHARLES DANIEL 


Explains the Matter as Viewed by 
the Employees. 


SAYS OPERATORS RECEIVED NO RAISE 


Declares That Cut of 10 Per Cent 
Made Several Years Ago Has 
Not Been Restored. 


The agents and operators of the South- 
ern railway have asked General Siuperin- 
tendent Barrett, of that system, for hear- 
ing on certain grievances. as told in The 
Constitution yesterday, and it was stated 
last night that unless Mr. Barrett is 
heard from today the matter will be 
appealed to General Manager Gannon. 

There were evidences among the men 
yesterday that ‘tthe trouble is becoming 
aggravated and despite the statement of 
Superintendent Vaughn in The Constitu- 
tion yesterday that there were no griev- 
ances, the men say there are and that 
the higher officials of the system have 
been asked to hear them. 

Charles: Daniel, who is president of the 
Atlanta Federation of Railway Em- 
Ployees, a well known telegrapher who 
ls thoroughly familiar with the situation 
on the Southern railway, when’ asked 
about the trouble of the agents and oper- 
ators last night, said: 

‘It is not the purpose of the men on 
the Southern railway to air their griev- 
ances through the newspapers, but in the 
interest of truth and fair play tthe state- 
Ments reported to have been made by 
Genera] Superintendent Barrett and Su- 
perintendent Vaughn, of the Atlanta di- 
Vision. who are quoted in today’s papers, 
must be challenged, lest the men be put 
In a false attitude. Mr. Barrett is quoted 
AS having said that the Southern railway 
has increased the wages of its employees 
past two years than any 
Tailway company in the south Mr. Bar- 
rett forgets or fails to state that the 
Wages of the men in every branch of the 
Service except the telegraphers and sta~- 
tion agents have been raised during that 
time.

He further said 
he had never declined to -receive any 
of the men, but in the afternoon paper 
he admits that two emplyoees called on 
him and left the men’s grievances and 
that he told them he would look into 
the matter. Continuing, Mr. Vaughn says 
that upon investigation he found that 
the two men who composed the com- 
mittee did not represent all the men on 
the line, stating that several of the sta- 
tion agents seen said they did not au- 
thorize the committee to take up their 
grievances. Mr. Vaughn failed to state 
that he sent his trainmasters over the 
division who presented papers to the men 
to be signed ‘to the effect that they did 
not desire to be represented by the com- 
mittee. The men are dependent upon the 
company for their positions and they 
signed these papers, at the same time 
notifying the committee of their action 
and reaffirming their former action in 
authorizing the committee to represent 
them. They were aware that to refuse 
to sign the papers on the demand of 
the officials they would be looked upon 
as antagonistic to the wish of their 


superior officers, and not desiring to be- | 


come involved in any individual 
ences with the officials, 
part of. them, signed the papers, . as 
stated. Some of them refused absolutely 
to be intimidated by the minor officials 
and told them so. Such methods as this 
will react against those who adopt them 
and the men believe they will be disap- 
proved by the management of the sys- 
tem when the facts are laid before the 
executive officers. I have no -doubt that 
the officers of the Southern, railway will 
repudiate these tactics, as they are fair- 
minded business men who have the repu- 
tation of treating their employees fairly 
and considerately. 

“The Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company made a reduction of 10 per 
cent in the wages of all employees dur- 
ing ‘the panic, but this cut was restored 
several months ago without the nec™s- 
sity of the men asking for it, Other 
southern railroads have taken similar ac- 
tion and the Southern system has re- 
stored the cut to everybody except the 
operators.

HAS FOR YEARS BEEN AN EDUCATOR 


As Superintendent of the Public 
Schools of Fulton County He 
Introduced a Number of 
Methods Which Were 
Successful. 


Major R. J. Guinn has resigned: his posi- 
tion as superintendent af the Fulton 
eounty public schools. His resignation 
has been tendered the board of county 
school commissioners and will take effect 
about March Ist. His successor will 
doubtless be selected at the regular meet- 
ing of the board on the 10th of next 
month. 

Superintendent Guinn resigns his posi- 
tion with the county to become manager 
of the Atlanta district for the North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance Company 
and in the future his emorts will be di- 
rected to the interests of this business. 
He has had this change under consklera- 
tion for some time, but only recently de- 
cided to relinquish his school 'work. 

He is one of the best Known and most 
popular officers of the county and has 
many friends throughout the state. He 
has been identified with school work for 
years and as superintendent of the Ful- 
ton county schools has inaugurated a 
system which js considered the best. in 
the south. 


Major Guinn was elected to his present f 


{important position four years ago. Prior 
to that time he was assistant state 
schoo] commissioner during the admin- 
istration of Governor Nerthen, He is a 
graduate ofthe high school at Conyers 
and asserts that nearly all his education 
was gained from his father, Professor R. 
A. Guinn, who was a teacher for forty- 
seven years. 

Superintendent Guinn taught in the 
Rockdale county schools and then be- 
came an active and influentialmember of 
the board of schoo] commissioners of that 
county. For three years he was editor 
of The Conyers Weekly and was emi- 
nentiv successful as a journalist. 

During his superintendency the schools 
of Fulton county have prospered and he 
hag won considerable praise for the able 
manner in which he has conducteg the 
affairs of the system. There are now 
more children in the schools than ever 
before in their history and the curriculum 
has been brought thoroughly up to date 
under the direction of Major Guinn, who 
has given considerable study to the 
needs of the system. 


Grand Jury Praised Work. 


The last grand jury in its presentments 
to the court paid Superintendent Guinn 
and his system a splendid compliment, 
to the effect that in the opinion of the 
members of the jury the schools of Ful- 
ton county ‘were the best in the south. 

Major Guinn is recognized as an or- 
ganizer of ability and under his eareful 
management the county now has a large 
and, competent corps of teachers. During 
his superintendency manual training and 
the graded system ‘were introduced into 
the system with success. The work of 
the schools received substantial yecogni- 
tion last year during the State fair, the 
Fulton county schools capturing the first 
prize in the educational exhibit. 

For some time past Major Guinn has 
given much study to the insurance busi- 
ness and will not be a novice in this line 
of work when he assumes his official du- 
ties as manager of the Atlanta district. 

Had he consented to continue as super- 
Intendent of the county schools it is 
understood that he would have received 
the unanimous support of the members 
of the board of county. school commis- 
sioners, all of whom speak in the high- 
est terms of Major Guinn and his -excel- 
lent work. 

He was prominently spoken of as a 
possible candidate for the office of state 
school commissioner and many of his 
friends pressed him to announce. 

It is not known who 7ill] succeed Major 
Guinn as superintendent of the county 
Schools, but Professor M. L. Brittain, at

&hool, is mentioned in this connection.

But undoubtedly tthe success of ‘‘The 
Sign of the Cross” is due in a large de- 
gree to a quality otner than these—the 
technic of its staging. It is seldom jin- 


deed that a play, abounding, as this one. 


does, in a multiplicity of incidents the 
exigencies of which require swift and 
radical change of scene, moves with a 
like naturalness and continuity. There 
is not a hitch, and although the transition 
of scene is at times so sudden that one 
would think the contrast inartistic, the 
reverse is the case, and each situation is 
so arranged as to appear the logical se- 
quence of the preceding one. ue 

Of the actual Hnes of the play, there is 
little that is distinctively clever. But 
the lines count for but little. The story, 
supplemented as it is by admirable chia- 
roscuro, is sufficiently interesting to makg 
one forget the mediocrity of m@re words. 

The plot is laid in Rome under the 
reign of Nero. The characters,that the 
story has principally to do with are Mar- 
cus Superbus, prefect of Rome, and Mer- 
cia, a young Christian girl, the daughter 
of Faviaus. The opening scene finds Fa- 
viaus and Mercia the objects of the in- 
dignity of a Roman mob. Mareus and 
his guards appear on the scene in time 
to rescue them, The chaste beauty of 
the young Christian enthralls him and 
he feels for the first time the faint glim- 
merings of a love other than that he has 
known. She is sent to her house under 
the protection of a guard. In the in- 
terval Marcus receives orders from Nero 
to exterminate all the Christians in Rome. 
That night. in disguise, he goes to the 
house of Faviaus to find out the truth 
of his religion. Mercia, with the keen 
intuition of her sex, penetrates his dis- 
guise. He throws aside the mask and 
reveals the order that he has received, 

Stephanus, the young brother of Mercia, 
is captured by the soldiers of Preellinus, 
and thrown into prison. The scourge fails 
to make him reveal the meeting place 
of the Christians, who are to assemble 
that night. Finally the delicate lad is 
subjected to the awtul tortures of the 
rack. and under the exquisiteness of pain 
he tells that the trysting place is the 
grove of the Cestrian bridge. Marcus ar- 
rives in time to rescue the youth from 
greater torture. He finds that soldiers 
are to surprise and capture the Christians 
that night and he determines to rescue 
Mercia. 

The last scene in the second act is an 
intensely picturesque one. 
against the faint glow of the evening sky, 
a band of Christians are engagéd in de- 
votional exercises.
